Supplies of liquor and 
tobacco at pre-Budget prices 
are likely to be almost clcared 
from the shops during next 
week and possibly by this week- 
end.

The focus must always be on 
how much cash is actually going 
to be available.

Because of the exceptional imba- 
Tace between business and per- 
senal incomes, both sectors have.

heavily. Faced with an unexpected- 
J1y severe recession, and the COS 
qavences of previous pay increas»3 
businesses borrowed from the 
banks to tide them over while they 
reiuced Costs. 

Many pconle, on the other hand, 
hare seer their living standadls 
risa? to an extent unusual in a 
recession, aad they have been wi:l- 
ine and able tn borrow as well, 

Financial behaviour should now 
revert to a more normal pattertı. 
The private sector has beea 
moderating its borrowing from the 
banks. And the exceptionally rapid 
buld-up of per: sector liquj. 
dity should come to an end as the 
growth of prices and incomes con- 
tinues to slow down.

Public service 
pay bill 


: Our decisions for the future are 
designed to ensure that the volume 
of spending falls after 1981-32. 
The public expenditure White 
Paper shows a planned fall of 4 
per cent by 1983-84. 

Whether we can spend even or 
that scale must depend on how 
far we can afford t0 do so. 
During the annual review later 
this year we shall be looking hard 
at the possibility of further 
reductions in those spending 
plans. 

The House will find that the 
sheer size of public spending 
becomes much easier t0 grasp if 
one thinks not just in terms of 
the so-called volume of spending 
but ir terms of actual cash paid 
out. The difficulty of corerolling 
it becomes clearer too. 

Last year, 1979-80, we spent on 
prozgrammes £77,000m in cash, 
‘This year, 1980-81, the correspond- 
ing figure will be nearly 
£84,000m. Next year, 1981-82 we 
will sped about £104,000m, cash. 
If debr interest is included, the 
rise is even greater. 

An importart part of the rise 
iı total expenditure between last 
year and this has been due to 
the increase in the public services 
pay bill resulting from the 
Clegg Commission and similar 
catching-up exercises, many iu-

settlements alone accounted Hor 
an increase of £2,500m between 
the two years. 

We haye had to make provision 
for those consequences of the 
previous Government's incomes 
policies.» But the significance of 
those a and the extent 
af the problem they present, has 
stl rot beer widely recognized 
or _tuuderstood. 

The pay bil for the public 
services in 1980-81 of about 
£30,000m is about 25 per cert 
higher than in the previous year. 
This is twice as fast ar increase 
as in the pay bill of the private 
sector. 

Much of the overall cost of pay 
settlements in the private sector 
has been offset by a redaction 
in numbers of people employed, 
or in hours worked. So the cash 
cost of Goverrıment has been 
growing much faster than the cash 
income of the rest of the economy 
which has to support it. 

The immediate lesson is simple 
but vital. After the recent large 
increases it is now both fair and 
essential that public service pay 
should grow more slowly (Con- 
servative cheers). Pay, after all, 
accounts for as much as 60 per 
ceut of the major public expendi- 
ture ımarmes such as educa- 


woz have made real Progress 
Prices are mow rising oply about 
half as fast as they were last sutl- 
mer, In the last year we have hart 
the must rapid fall in inflation of 
auv major cnuuitry. 

Living standards in the personal 
sector as a whole are estimated to 
have risen in 1980 by a further 2Z 
per cert. There have beén fewer 
industrial disputes than at aay 
time in the last 40 years. 9 

In 1980 Britain's exports in- 
creased in value, and held up Jn 
volume, and we achicred a record 
current account surplus of 
£2,750m. Many British companies 
are clearly facing the challenge 
with much more success than 
might have been exptcted. 

But there are sharp contrasts, In ' 
1980 total output in the United 
Kinsdom fell by about 2.5 per cent 
and that of manufacturing industry 
bv nn less than 9 per cenr. Iuterest 
rates have remaincd high. Many 
parts of British industry have been 
extremely hard pressed: 

And although the latest figures 
suggest the rise in unemployment 
mnıay he slowing down, there are 
almost a million mora people out 
of work than there werc a year 
ago. For individuals, families, and 
snmetimes for entire communities 
this can mean real hardship. The 
Government shares the nation"s 
deep concern. 

But Britain is ret alone ia facins 
these problems. In the spring and 
summer of 1980 output fell sharply 
ir six out of seren if the major 
economies. Uccmplosment rose by 
about three million in the OECD 
countries during 1980. In the 
American motor industry alone 
lmost 200,000 workers lost thier 
jobs. 

The arerage OECD inflation rate 
remains in double fizores. This 
year the outpoat of the European 
Community as a whole is nat 
expected to show any improyrement 
over 1380. 

A major cause of this world-wide 
sethack is the enormous rise in oil 
prices in the last two years. The 
oi!-producins countries Of Opec 
last year collected about 150 billion 
dmilars more in export receipts 
than they did in 1978. This huge 
increase, and the surpluses it 
created, mean that the rest of the 
world has had less to spend on 
other goods and services. 

At the sams time, goverıments 
have had to act firmly to counter 
the nifdationary spiral set in 
motion by higher oil Prices. 

These are the main reasons wiy 
the OECD have estimated that the 
national product of the industrial 
cnuntries this year will be at least 
6 per ceat lower thau it would have 
been without the latest oil price 
increases. That represents a very 
large erforced redırcton in sales 

output, It has inevitably meant 
a biz jump in umemployment. 

Because we are a trading nation, 
the fact that we have vur own oil 
cannot protect us from the slow- 
down in many of the markets to 
which we sell arouod the world. 

There are still many businesses 
in Britain that lead the world. But 
the obstacles to recovery are 
noaetheless grcater kere than ir 
other countries. Many parts of our 
industry have Jong been less dyra- 
mic than theirs. 

Years of high inflation, Iow pro- 
ductivity and delayed structural 
change bave made our economy 
Particularly vulnerable, ,„and 
reduced its ability to compete inl 
both home and overseas markets. 
And so we have suffered. and are 
suffering. more than others. 

Tlose firms which have Jagged 
hehind lave often been encouraged 
1n do so by the misguided belisf 
that change can be postpored 
indefinitely. EveGroally the com. 
bined pressares of competition and 


understand that cutting umt labour 
costs is the way to become COM 
petitive again and to price tHem- 
selyes back into markets and jobs. 
- But the -natonalized i 

many of them moropolies, are uot 
sblee gto the same markct dis- 
Ciplines as the private sector. They 
have often been slow to adapt. And 
when .eventualy they do adjust, 
the financial ard soClal costs can 
be very heavy. But the cost of 
delayins czZhange has oftèn been 
even greater, 1n terms Of markets 
lost ard jobs destroyed. . 

It is the need to make national 
ized industries much more respal- 
sive to market disciplines which 
lies behind the Goverrmènt’s 
vigorous programme to ‘increase 
competition, in, for example, 
transport “and telecomnmunications, 
aud wherever possible to return 
parts of the state:owned sector to 
private enterprisc. 

Nor have other parts of the pub- 
lic sector learned these lessons at 
alî quickiy. Thus the overall cost 
of the public sector has contivucd 
tn grow ir relation to the fest ‘of 
the economy. 

Total spending programmes In 
1980-81 are aow expected to cost 
approaching £94,000m compared 
with last year’s Budget forecast of 
about £91,500. In addition, debt 
interest has cost £1,000 more 
than expected. 

The increase in the overall total 
would have been still greater had it 
mot been for the notable success of 
the Prime Minister in negotiating 
refunds from the European Com« 
munities Budret of some E500m. 
The burden of public expenditure 
wil be a recurrent theme iı my 
speech. 


Extra spending 
on imports 


It Is against this background that 
TI turn to the central objectives of 
my budget. 

Some have urged that I1 should 
abandon the battle against infla- 
tion as our top priority—and look 
irstead for ways of expanding the 
ecnnomy. If this were the way to 
sustained recovery for British in- 
dustry, and so to the creation of 
more long-term jobs, 1 should cer- 
tinly be ready to consider a 
ckange of course.

Poles queue 19 
days for cars 
none could buy 


Warsaw, March 10. — More 
than 1,000 Poles with the tine 
and the money lined up for 19 
days at the gates of a car fac’ 
tory before being told no cars 
were for sale, the Kurier Polski 
reported yesterday. 

It happened at Tychy, an 
industrial town in southern 
Paland, where the little Italian 
Fiat 126 is manufactured for 
holders of special savings 
accounts who pay in instal 
ments. 

Despite the price of about 
180,000 zlotys {about £2,720) or 
‘30 times the average monathly 
‘wage, the queue formed after 
a rumour that a number of the 
cars would be available for 
*“ express ” sale — without the 
savings book requirement but 
with a 30 per cent mark-up. 

In keeping with the current 
social unrest, people in the 
queue quickly bêgan to orga- 
nize, setting up a waiting list, 
assigning duty periods, and 
electing a chairman:

As it is, continuing [Iranian 
refusal .to. contemplate a com- 
promise would seem to leave the 
Iraqi president ‘little choice but 
ta push for a military victory 
after all. 

‘So far Iraq has committe 
only twe thirds of its arméd 
forces _ to rhe war, with ofie 
third Teft. behînd for. internal 
security. The potential challenke 
ta the’ Baath: regime draws both 
on grievances .among. the. Kurd- 
ish minority, and on possible 
disaffection among, Iraqg’s Shia 
Muslim population. ° 

While the Baghdad regime 5s 
Sunni-dominated, Shiites form 
aver half e Populetion of Irah, 
and Baghdad has feared qll 
along that some of Hs‘subjects 
might sympathize with the S 
ite _revolyrionary, . regime 
Tehran. 

The Iranians may be calculat- 
ing that by refusing to lalk 
peace, they can force President 
Husain into an all-out commit- 
ment to the war. If he fails. the 
argument runs, his position 
would be fatally weakened at 
hame not Jleast within the 
Baath Party; and in any case, 
diverting troops to the front 
Jîne will relax the Iraqi grip 
an internal dissent, The main 
flaw in this scenario is that it 
prûbably under-estimates Presi- 
dent Husain’s astuteness.and the 
capacity of’ his troops, and 
almost certainly overestimates 
the degree of opposition to his 
rule, 

Tf that is the case, the time 
could come when the funda- 
mentalists regret thar they did 
not heed the moderates’ advice 
and take the chance for a rea- 
sonable settlement wlıen it was 
offered to them.

It is lonking increasingly’ likely 
that the war between Iran and 
iraq will end neither wil a 
bang, as some had feared, nor 
with a whimper, as some had 
hoped. The two sides remain 
Jocked—tor the time being—in 
military stalemate. The attempt 
hy the Islamic nations to put 
together a formula for a Cease- 
fire seems to have foundered on 
Iranian insistence on a fight to 
ıhe Finish against what Tehran 
secs as Iraqi aggression. 

The proposals put forward hy 
1he Jslamic conference. under 
ihe leadership of its General 
Secretary, Mr ’ Habin Chatti, 
included a ceasefire, and the 
withdrawal of lraqi tronps from 
Tranian territory, followed by 
tha referral uf territorial dis- 
putes tn arbitration supervised 
hr the Islamic conference itself. 

On the face of it, this is 
acceptable to the [Iranian side, 
which Iras maintained all along 
that no negotiutions can begin 
until Iraq pulls back its forces. 
The nmıaderare forces in Iran, 
headed by President Bani-Sadr, 
at first hinied that the Tslamic 
proposals might form the basis 
of A ceaccfire agreement. 

Roth the Iranian moderates 
and the army—of which Presi- 
dent  Bani-Sadr is commander- 
in-chief—clearly realize that the 
chances of an Iranian military 
victory are remote. The offen- 
sive launched just over {two 
months ago, on the Presidents 
initiative, was a conspicuous 
failure. The agreement bêtwecen 
Jran and the United States over 
the hostages question has not 
sn far led to a resumption of 
.\merican arms supplies to Lan. 
Tt follows that if Iran is un’ 
likely to win vicrarr on the 
field, it had better prepare for 
peace. and the Islamic pro- 
posals offer Tehran the best 
terms it is likely to get. 

What seems to. have sunk 
mınderate hopes is the facr that 
ıhe hardline Islamic clergy, 
whan retain their hold nn the 
levers of power in Iran, will 
nnt accept any solutinn which 
smacks nf compromise. :

No. one 
looking at the economy could 
claim that it exhibits overheat 
ing. Unemployment is rising 
sharply, output has been falling 
and investment in industry is ex- 
periencing one of the sharpest 
downturns since the war, The 
Government's difficulty is that 
it includes public invesrment in 
its anathema for “ public spend- 
ing ". That is seriously mislead- 
ing. There is a fundamental 
difference between government 
spending on current consumption 
and investment in the capital 
programnmes of tlhe public sec- 
tor. The problems which the 
Government has faced in cutting 
its current consumption have 
forced it, like its predecessors, 
to concentrate irs cuts on the 
capital side. The effects of this 
have been dire. In 1974, one 
fifth of all public. spending was 
‘capital ‘expenditure; Jlaxt year, 
the figure was down to one tenth.

The Government has made in- 
portant concessions to. its orig- 
inal proposals for reform of 
the stock relief scheme which 
is now expected to reduce ju- 
dustry's fax 1 by some 
£450m in a full year. 

Yielding to intense pressure 
from industry and accountants 
siace the Inland Revenue aut 
lined its plans in a Green 
Paper last November, the Gov- 
ernment has decided to scrap 
the credit restriction proposal 
which would have limited re- 
lief to the extent that stocks 
were financed by borrowings. 
Industry is expected to benefit 
by or aund £75m as a result. The 
Government, however, is still 
carmmitted to the principle of 
a credit restriction and says 
that it will again consider how 
borrowings should be treated 
when it publishes its Green 
Paper onı corporatiod tax in' the 
next year or s0. 

The credit restriction was 
originally conceived to trap 
companies, particularly those 
in retailing, who Jargely fin- 


anced stocks’ throu trade 
cred. It bas been roundly 
criticized for discriminating 


against those companies who 
finance their „business on bor- 
rOWINnES. 

Two other concessions have 
also been made to the scheme, 
One is that clawback of relief 
will only arise wh-re the scale 
of a corrpany’s activities be- 
comes small in comparison with 
that of the previous six years.
